As Deputy 
Commissioner of Almora, Mr. Saexxtna 
had special facilities for ‘visiting these 
districts, and spattks in the highest terms of 
the kindness shown -to him hy the Tibetans, 
officials and people alike. This is.one of 
tho most affrecublg, isdues of the expedition 
of1904, and indicates that, the restraints 
put upon the expedition, and the entire 
abseuce of pitthder, have had the result of 
esablishing confidence hetween the two 
peoples, Much trade is not to be expected, 
in the ned#future at all evonts; still it is 
well to remember that in skins, as well avin 
bora, which occurs plantifully ia Western 
Tibet, -as well as,ig. gold which is widely 
distributed and with more settled govern- 
mont will be largely miaed, (here is room 
oe 
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for a fairly considerable trade, the main 
Indian elements of which will, of course, 
be cotton’ cloths, and above all tea, in 
universal use amongst the Tibetans, and 
hitherto supplied, of very inferior descrip 
jtion too, by Chins. To residents in China 
| who ure not likely to have any direct com- 


“| munication with Western Tibet the chief 


interests of the work will ba iis physio- 
graphical aod ethnological descriptions of 
| the land and its people, and their traditions 
‘and religions, for an western. Tibat will be 
fonnd to linger many of the oldest traditions 
of the race. Here in the still holy Mt. 
Kailua was the original Mern, sacred to 
Hindu-and. Buddhist alike; bere are found

The Buddhism of Tibet: was derived frou 
Tadin, and therefore it is but natural to find 
that this country of Kuilaa and Manaarowir

BIG FAILURES, 


The latest report of the local yarn market is 
unusually intereting, Lt states : 

“The long impending evash has ovortuken 
{he market much sooner {han was generally 
anticipated. ‘Three of onr most prominent 
dealers and op rators hava collipsed during tho 
jntorval, with Hobilities estimated at two 
willions, Tho largest ¢f theae—tho Napoleon 
of our Yarn warket-—is alono responsible. for 12 


to 13 lacs wilh over 54,000 uneleared bales of 
yarn on hand which will ultimutoly-have ta be 
thrown back upon sollors, ‘hese three bring up 
the total failures to seven since the beginning 
ot the trouble in August Inst, Tho market is 
entirely unhinged and a fooling of gloom and 
Qaspondency prevails, the evil effects of which 
aro widssproad' and nro now boginniog to 
ba felt. In fact the rapid stride in 
advance made by tho trade sines its commenco- 
ment, lave received such o serious’ check that 
it will take gome time to regain its prorivus 
preeminence in these markets, 
Business duriug the pest two weeks has con- 
tinned on tho sama small lines ag during the 
previous forluight, tho remaining solvent 
deulers ag woll as the new substantial Hong 
recently siarted being too cautious to plunge 
freely in the facw of Cho prevailing pauic, and 
purchares hive heen conflued to urgent reqaive 
ments and more of lew prompt delivery. Values 
show a farther depreciation of $] to $3 per 
bate and the aspoot of the market at the 
close poists to a continuance of tho decline.”
